Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and 
examination of the accounts of the Town of Plainfield for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, which was made 
by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. 
Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the 
report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Philip Read Memorial 
Library, Meriden Library and the Trustees of Trust 
Funds. 


Financial Statements 
Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1950 - Dec. 31, 
1951: (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1950 and December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibit 
A. As indicated therein the Net Debt decreased by 
$5,204.07 inv Lob. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition dur- 
ing the year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein. These were as fol- 
lows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures - Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibits 
C and D. As indicated by the budget summary, (Exhibit 
D) a net revenue surplus of $3,877.32, less a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $107.72, resulted in a Net 
budget surplus of $3,769.60. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, made up in accord- 
ance with the uniform classification of accounts, is in- 
cluded in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as 
of December 31, 1951, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting in- 
voices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as pos- 
sible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
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Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made from statements obtained from 
depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector’s records. 


General Comments 
Current Deficit: 
It is noted that the Current Deficit, (Excess of Cur- 
rent Liabilities over Total Assets) was decreased during 
1951 from $4,936.61 to $8,172.04, as shown herewith:

Current Liabilities include all liability items in the 
Balance Sheet with the exception of long term indebted- 
ness, and the total assets of the town should be sufficient 
in amount at all times to offset the current liabilities. 
When the current liabilities exceed the total assets, as was 
the case in Plainfield in the years 1950 and 1951 as in- 
dicated in the above statement, a current deficit exists. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts of the town officials which we exam- 
ined were found in good condition and the accounting and 
financial procedure conformed to prescribed methods 
and procedure. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next annual 
Town report. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Plainfield for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


One factor in the success of the schools in any district 
is understanding and cooperation among the parents, 
citizens and teachers: People in your district appear in- 
terested in the school program and have given coopera- 
tion to the teachers in promoting the general welfare of 
the schools. We welcome your visits to the schools and 
your constructive suggestions. 


The Plainfield District was fortunate to receive 
$6,618.00 as its share of State Aid for 1951-1952. We can 
only estimate and hope that the same sum will be paid 
by the state in 1952-1958. 


Some of the classrooms are not large enough for 
the number of pupils in them. Other classes are too large 
for adequate attention to be given to the individual pupil’s 
needs. First grade groups next year are estimated to be 
large. This will be partly offset by a large class graduat- 
ing from the 8th grade in both sections of the district. 


The problem of finding and hiring competent tea- 
chers has been a very serious one in recent years and 
there is no relief in sight. There are more teaching 
positions in the cities and large communities than there 
are candidates graduating from the Teacher Training In- 
stitutions. Plainfield is fortunate in having its complete 
group of teachers this year. Your attention is especially 


called to the fact that there is a capable young man in 
each village teaching the upper grades. Most school 
systems are employing more men in the upper elementary 
grades and Plainfield is wise to follow this pattern. 


Until late in August no one had been found to teach 
the eight pupils on Methodist Hill, and it becamé neces- 
sary to consider closing the school. However, a teacher 
was finally hired. The cost per pupil on Methodist Hill 
this year is $312.00. The state average cost for current 
expenses last year was $197.00 per elementary pupil. 
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The Parent-Teachers’ Associations have continued 
to sponsor the hot lunch programs. They have had a pro- 
gram to promote better understanding and cooperation 
between school and parents. 


Additions to both the Meriden and the Plainfield 
buildings are needed. The School* Board has conferred 
with Mr. Paul Farnum of the State Department of Edu- 
cation and has secured tentative plans and cost esti- 
mates. There are several possible solutions to the building 
needs which might be considered reasonable. I hope that 
the facts may be studied by everyone interested and that 
a sensible solution will be found. 


Two types of architecture for an addition to each 
building could be considered. First, one to correspond to 
the present general type and second, a flat roof addition 
which would be similar to the new school in eta ts | 
The first would cost about one-third more than the second. 

Careful consideration of this problem is urged. The 
decision, whether it be made this year or later, will affect 
the education of your children and your grandchildren. 
The expenditure for new rooms will be determined by 
your decision. We will try to make the facts available in 
order that you may have the information you feel you 
need upon which to decide this question. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
appreciation to Mr. William J. English for the excellent 
school organization which he supervised for many years. 

The help and cooperation of the School Board, tea- 
chers, nurse, PTA, bus drivers, janitors and other citizens 
are greatly appreciated. I want each one of you to know 
that I am grateful for your help during this first year of 
working with you. It has been interesting to watch your 
children at work in their classes and I commend them for 
the hard work they are doing. ;
